LORD CARDIGAN AND. THE 
CHARGE OF THE LIGHT 

: BRIGADE, Saas 

(Continued from a Former number. ) 
(Our “former oxtract. from Kinglake’s 
4th Vol. concluded with the disappeur- 
ance of Lord Cardigan and the first lina 
of the Brigade in the smoke of the Rus. 
sian batteries, on which they charged, 
We resume our summary. at the most 
convenient point, where Kinglake's.“ sto- 
ry ”-dgain takes up: the. leader ‘and his 

men]:-—~ “ é 

Lord Cardigan «nd his first line, still de- 
scending at spaed on their goal, -had rived 
their way dimly through the outer folde of 
the cloud which lay piled up.in front of the 
battery} but then there caine the swift mo- 
ment when, through what remained of the 
ditoness, men at last saw the brass cannune 
gleaming ‘with their muzzles towards the 
chests of our hordes; aud visibly. the Ruis- 
si«n artillerymen—unappalled by the tramp 
and the-aspect of squadrons driving down 
through the smoke—were. as. yet standing 
fast to their guns. \ ; 
By.the material obstacle which they. offer 
to the onset of horsemen, field pieces in ao- 
tion, with their attendant limber-carringes 
and :tumbrils behind thein, ‘add so sure a 
cause of frustration tothe peril that there is 
in riding at the wouths of the guus, that, 
upon the whole, the expedient uf attuckiug 
a battery in front bas been forbidden’ to ca- 
valry. leaders by a recognized maxim of war. 
But the huge misconception of orders which 
had gent the brigade down this .valley was 
yet to be fulfilled to its utmost couclusion; 
and the condition of thiuge had. now come 
to be such‘ that, whatever -might be the 
madness (in general) of charging a battery 
| in front, there, by this time, was no choice 
" of measures, By far.the greater part of the 
harm which the guna could inflict had al- 
“ready. bgon'euffered; and L believe that the 
‘idea of stopping short on the verge of the 
battery did: not even present itself ‘for a 
‘-momett to'the mind of the leader: : 
Lord. Cardigan moved down at q pace 
: which be lise estimated at. seventeen miles 
an hour, and already he had come to with- 
in sone two or three horses’ lengths of the, 
; wouth of one ofthe guis—a gun believed 
to have been a -twelyé-pounder; bat then 
| the:piece was discharged; and its torrent of 
flanie seemed to gush in the ditection of his 
* chestnut’s off fore-arm. 7 horse was “ 
overietl by.the impatus he. had gathered, 
: tad by the hand aud theTieel of his rider, 
"as to be able.to shy ouly a little at the 
blaze ‘aud -the roar of the gun; but Lotd 
Cardigan being presently enwrapped in the 
new column of smoke now all af once piled 


him’ with their lances, aud for a. moment 
his‘demeauiour was like ‘tht. of a mau. who 
regarded the movements of tho Cossacks as 
disorderly rather than’ hostile; for—full: of 
high scorn at the wretchedness of their nags 
—ho sat up stiff in the saddle, and kept his 
sword at the slope.. Presently, howovor, 
he found biniself slightly wounded by 8 
thrust received’ near the hip, and in peril of 
being. unhorsed’ by a Jance which caught 
hold of ‘him by the pelisse, and nearly for- 
ced him ‘out of his saddle. Yot that last 
effurt seems to have. been made by.a Cos- 
sack who was himself almoat in retreat; for 
the man at the time had his back half turn- 
ed to Lord Cardigau, and thé thrust-ho de- 
livered was tho one known to science by the 
name.of the ‘right rear-point.’ The assail- 
ant had ‘possibly learnt by ‘this time that 
his comrades a little way: off were flying 
frow the English cavalry, and that he must 
not be too sluw in conforming. : 
Tt was right, (Of course, that instead of 
submitting ‘to be taken prisoner, or to ba 
butchered by. overwhelming numbers, Lord 
Cardigan, being nearly ‘alone, and altoge- 
ther unaided, should. ‘disengage himaelf, if 
he could, from the rexchi of his assailants 
by a.sutticing ovement of retreat, and this 
he accordingly did; but before he had gal- 
loped fur back, and whilst still on the Rus: 
sian side of the. battery, he found that hé 
already had extricated himavlf from perso- 
tal molestation, and had leisure. to deter- 
mine what next he-would do, - .: 

Being riow onthe verge of that period in 
the battle when Lord Cardigan’s course of 
action ‘becume such as to leave roow for: 
question and controversy, if 0% for unspar- 
ing blame, T would-here interpose, and say 
that, homo down. to the moment when he 
found himself almost alone. in-the presence 
of the enemy’s cavalry, he had pursued his 
desperate task with a rare, and: most yalo- 
rous persistency, And ‘English. ofticers,. I 
know, will take pleasure ‘in Jeurning that, 
-from the momeut.when he quietly said, 
‘The brigade will advance,” to the- one 
when, nearly alone in the presence of the 
evemy’s cavalry,. he stiffly awaited his as- 
sailauts with his aword at the slops, Lord 
Cardigan. performed this historic rct of de- 
votion without word or gestare indicative 
of bravado or excitement, but rather with 
the sir of a man who was performing an 
everyday dnty with his everyday courage | 
and firmicss, - a 

When Lord Cardigan had. withdrawn 
himself from the-reach of his Cossaok as- 
sailants, he. still continued to retire, and 
passed ones more through the battery into 
which he had led his brigade. fe then 
saw men’ of the 13th Light Dragoons and 
the 17th Lancera retreating in knots up the 
valley, and:he apparantly imagived thatthe 
horsemen whom he thua saw retiring co i= 
stituted the entire remnants of his fiat Jing, 
‘There, however, he erred. Si far as I have 
learnt, there was no group of English horae- 
men still remaiving ' etfective ” whiol, ut 
this time, had moved to tho rear; but Lord j 
Catdizan solemnly deolares—and deolarea, 
I believe, with truth—that, at the time, he 
could see none of his first. line “except those 
who, being most.of them already some way 
towards the rear, were retreating up the 
slope of the valley, “In these sircumstan- 
ces, he satisfied himself tliat, ‘so far as con.
